rying goods coaltways, thall be the fame in Seotland as in 
Enghnd and that our merchants and others thall enjoy 
every ‘benefit, aliowance, advantage, or remedy in all mat- 
tersof trade, us fully and amply, to all intents and purpofes, 
asif the fame were or arofe in England.” 

It has been eftablifhed by a fpecial verdiét in our Court of 
Exchequer laft term, that no fees or difpatches, efpecially 
by bond and cocket, are exacted on goods, not even Salt or 
Coals on the Englifh Rivers, or Friths of the Fyne, Merfey, 
and Dee,—In particular, that none are takea on the great 
Frith of the Humber, wichin the points called the Spurn on 
the north, and Gainthrop in Lincolnihire on the fouth, 
though it be navigable for fea veffels by different branches 
80 or roo miles higher up, nor ipon the great Frith of 
the Severn, above the iflands called Holmes, fituated a» 
bout 2° miles below Briftol, though it be navigable 160 
miles higher up. The fame pragtice, as to the carriage of 
goods on the ‘Thames, was alfo eftablithed by a fpecial ver- 
dict in a former term of Exchequer.

time that will be neceffary for their completion is 
tated at forty-f-ven years ; and the humber of men 
for their defence at fifty or fixty thoufand. ' 

_ Taking thefe fads for granted, (and it will require 
very cogent arguments to refute them, while it is 
known that théy-are the mere naked fentiments of 
all the uncoyneted profelional men in England) 
difficulties of the greatet magnitude will require to 
be removed. Either the enemy ‘will invade us with 
the ferious intention of conqueft, or he will’ not. 

If his intention be conqielt, it is-.one of ‘the firlt
